What an example— 
what an influence to emanate from the British 
throne, and flow down upon all classes of the 
people! [ might have seen it; and who in 
America would ever have known that I gratifi- 
ed my curiosity, at the expense of my religion? 
But conscience would have known it—heaven 
would have knownit; and the great day would 
have declared it. 

There was still one chance left of seeing the 
king. He would undoubtedly attend the morn- 
ing service in St. George’s chapel. Here, 
then, was a point, in which curiosity and devo- 
tion might meet and coincide. But a new dif. 
ficulty arose. [ had endeavored to train my 
conscience to be honest, and speak out frankly, 
on all occasions, abroad, as well as at home.

The English Nobility. 

My letters of introduction did not make me 
at all acquainted with the British peerage.— 
Nothing, however, was more common, than to 
meet the equipages of lords and dukes and mar. 
quises, in the parks and fashionable streets, at 
the westend of London ; and 1 saw a cons:der- 
able number of these titled pers mages on vari- 
ous public oceasions. It is, I am convinced, 
extremely difficult for an American, with my 
limited opportunities, to form a correct estimate 
of this class of the British nation. It strikes us 
asextremely absurd and ridiculous, that men, 
in any country, should be born legislators. We 
should as soon think of their being born mathe. 
maticians, linguists, or moral philosophers. ‘To 
see alord,or an earl, ‘mewling and puking in 
the nurse’s arms,’ woul? be quite tuo much for 
our republican gravity to sustain. Our motto 
is, ‘ start fair.’ * Let every man have a chance 
ty rise to the highest statieas, if he ean. The 
more we can have of * nature’s noblemen,’ the 
better; but away with your worm.-caten parch. 
ment—your blazing heraldry—your hereditars 
Solons. Give us the men who rise by thei 
own merits, and qualify themselves for the helm 
of state. We want no stars here, but thos: 
which shine every night, in our clear heavens 
—no titles, but those which true merit wears,” 
‘These are sentiments which I fully approve 
They were instilled into: my mind, I know not 
how carly, and | hope they will never be erased 
We want no reyal or aristocratic road to power. 
We are all peers—we are all commoners ; and 
may none of the feudal gewgaws of the ol 
world ever be imported into this country, te 
dazz'c our eyes, and clicat us out of our free in 
stitutions, 

But we ought, at the same time, to look with 
cander at the hereditary distinctions of other nm- 
tions, and allow those who wear themall th 
merit which they can jus ly claim) There ea 
be no question that many ofthe English nobilits 
are extremely stupid, imperious, and dissipated 
But for their patrician blood, their titles and al 
lhhances, they would not be tolerated in any de 
cent society ; would scarcely be heard of, ou 
ofthe kennel ‘Those however, are very muc! 
mistakea, who suppose that the great body o 
them are men eminently destitute of talents, ed 
ueation and character—that they grow up fron 
early childhood without any restraint or disci 
pline, and care for nothing but horse racing 
fox-hunting, wine bibbing, or gambling. From 
the best inquiries | could make, lam convinced 
that there is a great deal of pride of character. 
as well as of rank, among them. They know 
very well, that in this enlightcacd age, it 1s im 
possible to keep up the rank and consequence 
of their order, without a considerable share o! 
personal merit ; and this acts asa stimulus, both, 
upon the nobles themselves, and upon their sons, 
whoare to inherit their ttles, and their estates 


may be true, that humble, vital piety is seldom 
found in the halls of the nobles, and especially 
around the wool sack. Butl am afraid the same 
objection will lie against the lower house, and 
indeed against almost every legislature, in eve- 
ry age and country. Some of the lords whom I 
saw and heard at the great anniversaries, are, 
there is every reason to believe, men of decided 
vital religion; and, if I was not greatly misin- 
formed, the number of those who ¢ fear God, 
and keep his commandments’ in the higher 
ranks of the British nation is inereasing.

up the mind to “submission ;” all these are utterly 


odious. The former are approved of God, and often 
vlessed ;—the latter we abominate, and always did, 
believing it to be a perfect burlesque upon a genuine 
work of grace. 

If by any operation of man-made machinery an ex. 
citement shou!d be got up in the vicinity of a Baptist 
church; let that church take warning not te imitate 
the operation, thinking to avoid the supposed reproach, 
“thero is no revival among the Baptists ;*' or through 


fear of losing numbers. 


IT IS WRONG. 

It is wrong --morally and decidedly wrong. No doubt 
he is sincere—we trust he is a good man—but—but 
he 1s wanting in moral sensibility.

He is now a minister of 
the word, but he cannot endure to exact a regular and 
competent salary; but he can endure to Le dunned for 
honest debts—he does not owe perhaps more than one 
hundred dollars, and yet has actually been sued. A 
minister of the word of life has suffered himself to be 
thrown iato this strange posture before the public. It
